other absorbing  assignment.  He  is  the  newly  elected 
Chairman  of  die  National  Hillel  Commission,  tlie 
policy-making  body  for  some  270  Hillcl  centers  and 
programs  on  college  campuses  throughout  the  country, 
which  are  concerned  with  the  "action  issues"  of  poverty, 
race  relations,  the  Vietnam  war  and  the  draft.

TOWNSHIP  SHARE  JUMPS 
Borough's  Drops.  With  Mer- 
cer County  tax  figures  now  In, 
the  Township  has  discovered 
that  it  will  be  paying  two- 
thirds  of  the  cost  of  joint  Bor- 
ough -  Township  enterprises. 
The  Borough  will  pay  the  other 
one-third. 

The  formula  for  sharing 
costs  of  joint  facilities  like  the 
public  library,  swimming  pool 
and  fire  protection,  is  based 
on  rateables  in  the  two 
ipalities.  This  year,  the  ratio 
will  be  66%  for  the  Township 
to  34^0  for  the  Borough.  Last 
year,  it  was  61%  to  39%. 

You    Won't    Feel    A    Thing. 

Township  residents  won't  feel 
the  change,  however,  and  thi 
local  purposes  budget  is  still 
down  12c  from  last  year.  On 
dollar  basis,  the  amounts  a: 
not  great,  and  the  adjustment 
will  be  made  in  the 
for  uncollected  taxes. 

The  most  obvious 
are  in  the  library  and  the  fire 
protection  budgets.  The  Town- 
ship's share  of  library  costs 
will  go  up  about  $13,000  —  from 
$151,561  to  $164,178.  For  Town- 
ship fire  protection,  tlie  Bor- 
ough will  collect  $22,938  in- 
stead of  $21,919.  No  recreation 
adjustment  was  necessary 
since  the  Township  is  the  bank- 
er for  both  municipalities. 

Township  Administrator  Jo- 
seph R.  Nini  pointed  out  at 
the  budget's  public  hearing 
Monday  night,  that  the  66-34 
ratio  applies  to 
well  as  to  expenses.

Watersheds  Association,  said 
when  he  appeared  before  the 
recent  New  Jersey  Legislature 
hearing  about  the  jetport. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  eco- 
nomic value  of  a  jetport  must 
be  balanced  against  the  dam- 
age it  will  do  to  natural  re- 
sources. One  of  the  resources 
that  could  be  damaged  is  the 
water  supply  for  large  urban 
areas.  "Extremely  serious  pol- 
lution problems  from  fallout 
and  surface  run-off  may  be 
anticipated,"  he  said. 

He  mentioned  that  the  thou- 
sands of  acres  that  would  be 
paved  in  the  jetport  area 
would  "upset  seriously  any 
pattern  of  normal  ground  water 
recharge." 

"The  presence  of  an  inter- 
continental jetport  and  the  in- 
dustrial complex  associated 
vvith  it  would  obviously  gener- 
ate great  quantities  of  air  pol- 
lutants," he  said,  as  he  indie 
ated  that  the  jetport  would  also 
ruin  a  great  deal  of  green  land, 
which  normally  acts  to  clean 
the  air. 

"In  our  densely  populated 
state,  jobs  and  money  must  be 
evaluated  against  the  waste 
thev  produce,"  lie  said.

A  permanent  committee,  whose  aim  is  a  total  doc 
lea^  law  in  the  Township,  has  been  formed.  The  oi  - 
ganizatdon,  known  as  Uie  "CommltJtee  for  Responsible 
People  and  Animals."  has  named  an  executive  com- 
mittee of  residents  from  all  seoUons  of  the  TN>\vnsliip 

Mrs.  James  Cronin.  248  Hartley  Avenue,  committci' 
secretary,  said  that  committee  memibers  reported  tJiat 
in  the  past  ferw  weeks  almost  all  dogs  have  been  wpII 
controMed  by  tlieir  ownere,  and  that  "some  of  us  in 
heavily  infested  areas  haven't  seen  a  dog  in  three 
'Weeks." 

The  committee  feels  that  this  demonstrates  three 
thmgs:  (1)  dog  owners  can  controd  their  animals  If 
they  want;  (2)  dog  owners  know  their  dogs  arc  offen- 
sive; and  (3)  they  must  have  been  told  to  keep  their 
dogs  at  home  until  Township  Commiibtee  aots.  They 
then  expect  to  be  able  to  let  tiiem  run  with  impuniiy, 

"Our  committee  has  looked  at  the  dog  people's 
petition,"  Mrs.  Cronin  said.  "We  see  how  they  goi  so 
many  signatures  so  quickly  —  they  knew  whert*  not 
to  go  by  looking  first  at  the  PTO  petitions,  ALso.  iheio 
are  the  inevitable  Borough  signatures  and  some  who 
signed  twice.  We  noticed  many  signatures  from  in- 
firm.-inos  and  convents,  which  Is  fine,  of  course.  A.fter 
a  cursory  study,  we  could  only  conclude  from  tlie 
^ddi-esses  that  generally,  speaking,  town  people  wanit 
a  leash  law  and  country  people  don't." 

The  committee's  goaJs  are:  "to  call  attention  to  the 
continuous  depredation  of  property  and  Uireat  to 
safety  which  roaming  dogs  cause  in  all  parts  of  the 
Townsliip;  to  remind  dog  o<wners  that  It  is  their  re 
sponsibUity  to  keep  their  dogs  on  their  own  propertie-,. 
and  to  remind  our  elected  representatives  tliat  it  is  ihe 
Township's  duty  and  not  that  of  the  individual  who  is 
injured   to  bring  the  offenders  to  book.

Obituaries 


Ben  Sbaha,  70.  of  RooseveUj 
died  March  14  in  Mt.  Sinai 
Hospital.  New  York,  following 
an  operation  two  days  earlier 
for  the  correction  of  a  gall ! 
bladder  condition.  He  had  beenj 
liospitalized  for  several  weeks. , 

Born  in  Lithuania,  he  was( 
the  son  of  a  woodcarver  who, 
brought  his  family^ of  seven  to 
live  in  Brooklyn  when  young 
Ben  was  8  years  old.  He  soon 
established  himself  as  a  side- 
walk artist,  sketching  portraits 
of  contemporary  sports  heroes.  I 
and  by  the  age  of  15  had  bo 
come  an  apprentice  in  a  lithog- 
rapher's shop,  continuing  his 
high  school  studies  at  night. 

Following  studiea  in  college, 
he  attended  the  National  Acad 
emy  of  Design.  In  the  late  ■20s. 
he  traveled  extensively  in  Eu- 
rope and  North  Africa,  and 
then  returned  to  this  country, 
holding  his  first  one-man  show 
at  the  Downtown  Gallery  in 
New  York  in  1930.  His  im'ial 
major  impact  on  the  art  woild 
came  with  his  Sacco-Vanz^"i 
series,  in  which  he  first  used 
art  as  social  commentary. 

Association  witli  the  Mex.cm 
muralist.  Diego  Rivera,  during 
the  '30s  had  a  basic  effect  on 
his  career.  In  1938.  he  had  his 
first  contact  with  Roosevelt 
(then  known  as  Jersey  Home- 
steads) when  he  executed  a 
mural  for  the  new  housing  pro- 
ject depicting  immigrants  from 
Eastern  Europe  arriring  in  the 
New  World. 

Sj-mpathetic  to  Labor.  Dur- 
ing war,  he  designed  posters 
for  the  Office  of  War  Informa- 
tion and  in  1944  was  chief  urt- 
ist  for  the  Political  Action 
Committee  of  the  CIO. 
Throughout  the  latter  part  of 
his  career,  many  of  his  pic- 
tures bore  a  labor  message  be 
cause  of  his  attachment  to  its 

Honors  began  to  come  quick- 
ly in  the  ensuing  vears.  In 
1954.  Mr.  Shahn  was  one  of 
two  American  artists  whose 
works  were  chosen  by  the  Mu 
seum  of  Modern  Art  to  hang 
at  the  United  States  pavilion 
at  the  Venice  Biennale.  and  31 
of  his  paintings  were  exhibit- 
ed there.  In  1956,  he  was 
named  for  a  year  by  Harvard 
as  Charles  Eliot  Norton  Pro- 
fessor and  his  lectures  on  ar'. 
were  later  published. 

Mr.  Shahn  was  the  recipient 
of  numerous  awards  for  his 
work  and  held  membership  ;n 
the  leading  organizations  and 
societies  in  his  field.  These  in- 
cluded Artists  Equity,  the 
American  Academy  of  Arts 
and  Letters  and  the  National 
Institute  of  Arts  and  Letters. 

Within  the  last  few  years,  he 
expressed  his  philosophy  of  art 
this  way.  declaring  that  for 
him  there  were  just  three  sub- 
jects: 

"Aloneness;  the  impos-iibili- 
ty  of  people  to  communicate 
with  each  other,  which  ac- 
counts for  the  aloneness:  and 
thiraly.  the  sort  of  indestructi 
ble  spirit  of  man  to  keep  on 
going  beyond  the  time  when  he 
thinks  it  would  be  impossible 
to  arrive  anywhere." 

Mr.  Shahn  was  married 
twice,  first  to  Tillie  Goldstein, 
in  1922.  They  had  two  chil 
dren,  Judith  and  Ezra.  FoIIoa^- 
ing  divorce,  he  remarried  in 
1935.  Bernarda  Bryson.  also  an 
artist,  bore  him  three  children; 
Susanna,  who  died  in  1987,  Jon- 
athan and  Abigail.
